As to claim 1 , the closest prior art of Inoue (US Patent No. 4,51 1 ,595) fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method that includes the process of: "protecting 

products printed on a stieet material against counterfeit by impregnating it with 
salt solution and exposing it to laser radiation pulses at specific points" as 
defined in applicants amended independent claim 1 . 

As to claim 8, the closest prior art of Inoue (US Patent No. 4,51 1 ,595) fails 
to disclose or render obvious an apparatus for producing a metallized Image that 
Includes the steps (a) "a device positioned in front of the sheet material for 
applying a solution containing a salt of a metal onto the sheet material and for 
impregnating the sheet material with solution; and (b) a device for exposing the 
sheet material to a laser radiation pulses at specified points" as defined in 
applicants' independent amended claim 8.
